LW.W.’S DYNAMITE IN 
COURT AT SPY TRIAL. 


MEMBER OR ORDER TELIS OF 
TYING UP LUMBER MILLS

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 7.— Nine 
sticks of dynamite and a complete 
laboratory for the manufacture of 
explosives and incendiary matter 
were brought into the courtroom apd 
introduced as prosecution evidence 
in the trial here today of forty-six 
Industrial Workers of the World, 
charged with various acts of ter- 
roriem in the State. . 

The sticks of dynamite, it was 
testified, were purchased by William 
Hood. The prosecution charged that 
he intended it for use against pub- 
lic enterprises here. The laboratory 
wes seized from the ark of Robert 
Connellan, known otherwise as 
“Dublin Bob,” In a canal near Stock- 
ton. Both are defendants. 

United States District Judge Rud- 
kin of Spokane, who is hearing the 
case, ordered the dynamite removed 
from the courtroom immediately up- 
on its introduction as evidence. 

Light thousand of the 15,000 lum-

SENATE DEBATES MEXICO. 

(SY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

in the Senate today in support of his 
resolution of acquisition by the 
United States through negotiation 
with Mexico of Lower California 
and part of the State of Sonora, 
Senator Ashurst of Arizona declared 
the Mexican government was unable 
to control the territory or protect it 
from foreign invasion. 

Annexed to the United States, he 
said, it could be converted into im- 
mense agricultural value by irriga- 
tion from the Colorado River. 

Lower California, said the Sena- 
tor is the “vermiform appendix of 
Mexico” and the “Achilles heel of 
the United States.” 

The Mexican republic is both un- 
willing and wnable to police the 
peninsula, he added, “and is unable 
to resist aggressions from or set- 
tlement by oriental powers; hence 
% base of supplies or of military and 
naval operations, with comparative 
ease and secrecy could be estab- 
lished among the numerous islands 
on the Pacific Coast.” 

Enforcement of law and order in 
Lower California, Mr. Ashurst de- 
clared, is left wholly to a governor 
holding over from the Diag regime 
and etill independent either of Car- 
ranza or Villa.

It was further asserted that con- 
stitutional lawyers of eminence have 
given opinions that the proposed 
amendment “is inherently vicious 
and destroys the basic rights of io- 
cal self-government which are the 
corner-stone upon which our Con- 
stitution and the whole theory and 
structure of our government rests.” 

Discussion of the anti-liguor leg- 
islation by the distillers brought out 
their position against the 
Federal amendment. follows:

RETAIN THE SMUDGE. 


Pomona City Council Fails in At- 
tempt to Eliminate Obnox- 
lous Heaters, 


[EXCLOTIVE DISPATCH.) 

POMONA, Jan. 7.-—If someone 
had come along with an orchard 
heater guaranteed to give off no 
“smudge the type of heaters which 
have made things black about the 
citrus groves during the recent 
frosty mornings would have been 
banished by the Pomona City Coun- 
cll today. As it waa, a resolution to 
do away with “smudge” pots was 
defeated only bv_a tie vote, Mayor 
Vandegrift and Councilman McClain 
going on record in favor of the elimi- 
nation, with Counciimen Ewart and 
Burditt opposing. It was explained 
that it was not the purpose of the 
resolution to prohibit the use of or- 
chard heaters, but to eliminate the 
“smudge.” Just how to do it was 
not clear to the Councilmen oppos- 
ing, without throwing the heaters 
out altogether, which the» were not 
in favor of doing. 

The vote was taken after a lively 
discussion of the subject by citizens 
and citrus frult growers, in which 
it was pointed out that the proposed 
restriction would be of little con- 
sequence if the present type of heat- 
ers was veed in the orchards outside 
the city limits. 

Another resolution in which it wae 
proposed to take the matter up with 
the board of Su re of Los An-« 
geles and San no counties 
was also defeated by a tle vote.
